Thousands ef men, no better than their nelghhors,
who have no specinl qualifications for important
p.,guium, and no epecial claims to publie conli-
deace, hinve, In time, become suddenly fnmous,
not for any good deed they have done,
or  any inherent capneity they  have
dlophyod for doing good, but beeauss n body of
dolegates have, for Inscratable reasons, endowed
them with the magieal attributos of regularly
pominated candidates for loading municipal,
State, or national offiees. The public wsunlly
“tisve no choice leit but to necept one of the
entertatnments provided by the eonventions of
two conflicting parties, nnd the professionsl poli-
ticians, by controlling the action of these omni-
potent conventions, bind the people hand and
foot. Notwithetonding the profuse disquisitions
of thd press on almost every other subject con-
neeted with the managemont of publie affairs,
but e Tight 1s nsunlly thrown upon the seeret
fufluences by which aspirants for ofice commend
themselves to the delegates, who decide what
favored moriale are to be mised on a pedestal,
and rendered objects of the admirition of Re-
publicans and the execrntion of Dewocrats, or
dice versa. Most of thiz work 18  done
in & subterravean, mole-like manner, and the
weal reason why o mwjority of a convention
authoritatively prononnees Tom a fit subject for
the suffrages of his fellow-citizens, and Dick
unworthy of such confidence, would often sur-
pass human understandling, 11 a large nllowance
was not made for private pledges and promises,
and for considerations entirely foreign o (he
publie welfure. It 1s one of the eryiug evils of the
$imnes, too, that when o man is onee elected by a |
skilful combinntion of thesa Influences, followed |
by an endorsement at the polls, he s ususlly
more anxious to securt o renominstion and re-
election than to dlscharge, in an able and satis-
faclory manner, the duties of his position.  He
endeavors rather tocompel the people toserve lim
by extending his lease of power, than W serve
the people,

“Genernl Geary, having enjoyed the honors and
delighte of the governorship for the last few
years, would scarcely be a true politiclan I he
was ready and willing to surrendir his present
station. It remains to be seen what degree of

Robbery.

Ou Monday in our finaneial article we alluded to
the defalention at the Fourth Natiopal Bauk and
the robbery of the safe of the Bencficial Bavings
Fund a8 tending to weaken the confidence of de-
positors in all such institutions. It was not our
intention to couple the managers of the savings
fund with those of the Fourth Nafional Hank
under the old regime, but merely to lndicate the
effiect of such occurrences. The following are

After being
built, an _ordinary fire-proof door and key was
put ln, and the directors then ordered from
Lillie's agont, in addition, one of big Lest hurglar-
proof doors, at a cost of $640. Not satlsfled
with this security, they then ordered a fire-proof
Bafe from one of our most celebrated makers, with
four locks upon It: this was placed luside of
the old asfo, This safe could not be opened vx-

are alwnys ready to evoko. From his position
as one of the Judges of the Criminal Conrt, the
author of the charge & mnde singulnrly eapable
of glving na an estimate of tho erimes and pun-
1shments of wrong-doers; and he does so with
foroe and elearness.  He shows that In homigjde
eases adone there has Deon o fearful inerease
within the past yenr. There Is something start-
ling in the assortion that In 1887 there were 94
homlcides, and in 1868 thero woro 138-—an in«
crense of about forty per eent. Yol mare ime
pressive §s the sssertion that there are more
murders committed in one year than there are
murderers executed In thirty., Yeoi both of the
statements bear the undonbted nuthority of the
Judge's word to back them, and ennnol be gain-
snid or denied.

In view, then, of this fenrful growth of erime,
what ie the proper course Lo bé ndopted 2  Is 1t
to recelve with nesent or eilence the utterances
of jthe chicken-hearted sympathilzers who are
continunlly denouncing those who favor o stern
retribution for erime? or is it to throw aside all
reserve and denounce these fentimentalities as
ruinovs of public morals 7 We agree with Judge
Brewster In preferring the Intter course.  Long
experience has tuught us o lesson in which there
enn beno mistake- that lenieney without punish-
ment s no protection from crime, Tt s idle to
tlk of reform with a class of men whose busi-
ness it is to brenk the Inws, and who hinve it s
thelr means of suppurt.  An oceasional offender
cun be cured by Kindness,  Tho first wrong step

i ean probably be retrieved through the friendly

idviee of  one
the erlminal,

But to

an  Interest  in
tnlk  of reform-
Ing a murderer or a professional thief
5 nll nonsense. It must be borne in mind
thnt what the London Times says of that metro-
polis 1= equally true of Philadelplin:—*Crime
s pursued by o numerous class of persons as o
regulur profession, apart from all casual temptn-
tion or impulse. The profession Is msintained
by a regular successlon of practitioners, like any
honest trade. It hos its sefhinaries, its markets,
ond its places of recort.” With such a class os
this, to  talk of kinduess is an absurdity. Tt is
only through fear of the whip that they can be kept
in pubjection. It is only through fear of the pun-
ishment which will follow, nnd the chances that
they will be detected, that any check ean be pul
apon thelr fell deeds. To this clnss, wo believe,
belong nine-tenths of all the crimingls In Phils-
delphia. They are hardened snd determined erimi-
nals from choice and of thelr owa free will.
They are a set who would chooss erime rather
than honesty, and who, had they the opportunity,
would do all they could o prevent the necessity
of lending o virtuous life. For such as these pun-
islunent, punishment, punishment is the only
walchword to gulde jurors and courts.

It ix, therefore, the worst possible taste and the
worst possible policy for uny man or set of men
to select puch o time as this to petition for n re-
movnl of the death =entence. We do not pro-
pose to go into the abstruse theories of the ques-
tion, whethier or not soclety has the right to
take the life of one of its eriminnl members.
We think it has, and we know it does; and that
is enough, go far as the theory is concerned. So
fur a8 the practieal benefit of the death sentence
enn be considered, we are thankful day by doy
thiant it exists; and the only regret which troubles
us is that it is not more frequently inflicted.
We do not say this in o spirit of bloodthirsiy

revenge, but  calmly, us peaceable, law-
ubiding citizens who woant  protection and
love vwirtne and quicl. There is an
irrepressible couflict betwoeen erime

and virtue in every such community na our own,
We must be on one slde or the other. We are
emphatically on the side of order, and belleve
that the only way to deal with those oppoged to us
i 1o ns pearly exterminate them as possible. For
misdeeds not homicldal we wounld mew them up
within stone walls, and make them work like
felong, as they are.  We would have them toll ns
prisoners should toll for crime, as the poor and
bhonest too freguently have to toil for their
duily bread; while for the higher grade, sach
a# those who take bumon life, we would rid
woclety of their presence by the inexorable gal-
lows. And in treating them in this way, It is really
doing God's service, and obeying the dictates of
justice pnd self-protection,

Fecoling thus, it was with no small degree of
plesrure that we read Judge Browster's charge
to the Grand Jury. It is a sensible and powerful
puper, and one that, if It be only acted up to,
will eheck the increase of crime. It is not only
for reteibutlon that we want to Bee its doctrine
earried out, but it is for the far higher, more
imperative, and more powerful reason, thit pub-
lie safety can only be assured by constant ex-
smples being made of nll offenders, 'We are in
thie state that is deseribed well by the Judge; —

“It has thos come to pass, gentlemen, that men nre
thot down or stoned to death nPun our highways,
unid that the law seems a8 powerless for thelr vindi-
cation a8 it was for their protection. Grand juries
husitate to fAnd true bills, and petit Jurles often re-
fuke to convict except of inferior grades, frequently
coupling those verdicts with recommendations to
mercy, And even b an occsslonal case of great
fitrocity, when a convietion 18 followed Ly o sentence
of death, the Executive is besleged for o pardon. It
I8 owing to these ¢Yorts o thwart {uﬂtimr that it has
come to puss i Philadelphia that 1t 18 more danger-
ous for # man to piek o pocket than to tuke un Hfe.

The thief is much more certsin of belng punished
thnn the murderer.™

For this state of soclety there Is but one
remedy—a vigorons and rigorous execution of
the Inwe, without leniency or merey, until the
tide of inereasing erime Legins to sbb.

Some of the New York judges hinve bheon much
I raised of Iate for thelr severity towards erimi-
nads, and the =tern mannce in v hie' they have
meted out justice to the murderers and thieves
who bave been convieted in thelr courts, This
action would be entitled w universal commenda-
sion if there wad roason to Telleve thnt it was
prompted by ®ineere desire to protect the com-
muunity, The unprecedented rigor of one or two
New York Judges Intely is well known to have
been prompted by o ring of Democetic politi-
cians, who had Leeome nlarmed at the impu-
nity  with which erime is committed,
and feared that an ontburst of popular indigna-
tion would resgne the city from thelr control,
We have no falth that the paroxysm of viftue
which has aftlicted the New York judges of late
will produce nuy permavent cfieclss on the econ-
trary; everything indieates that the whole jiidi-
cinry of that city is corrupt and cntirely under
the control of n ring of sharpers who use thi
forme of law to accomplish their own nefs-
riovus ends.

That such o state of things must be injurioos
to the business interestd of New York is ap-
parent. The Union Paclfic Rallroad and other
great corporations, who now have their prinei-
pal offices in that city, eonnot afford to' be an-
noyed by constant litigation; and every con-
slderatiom of interest apd doty demands that
they should shake the dust of New York off
their feet, nnd establish their headguarters in
some more promising loeality, where they will
receive protection and not anuoyanee from the
courts and officers of the law,

There is no city on the continent hetter
adapted for a great railroad headquarters than
Philadelphia,  Our jJudiciary need no enco-
minme: thelr Integrity Is well Known, and [t
would be practically impossible for such men as
Mr. Fisk to carry on n system of legal Intimlda-
tion and blackmnil here, Matters have now
renclied & point in New York that imperatively
demands some declzive action on the part of the
Union Pacific Railroad and other companies.
With no legitimate reason for it, their securities
are below parin the market, and they always
will be practienlly valueless if the present stats
of affairs continues. The directors of these
corporations know their remedy: and if they
were to removye their oflices to Philadelphia, the
result would be apparent bhonmedintely in the
advance of their securitics and the Increased
confldence which all | ersons would feel in their
stubility.
